Dircctiutis h,v Growin'^ ^Vbe.if 
' Seed and Varieties. 
The varieties of wheat general- 
ly jirown in Kentucky are the 
beat for this 'btate. These are 
Fulta, s smooth, white chaff vari- 
ety: CnrrelTs Prolilic, having a 
niuoth head with red chatT; Ful 
caster, a bearded variety, Medi- 
terranean, or Ponj>rowed -Fnltz, 
i*oo\« and Ran^t~ Ring. 

If nei essarv to buy seed, one 
of these varieties should be chos. 
en, and if posaible the seed 
should be bought in the immedi> 
ate locality. Home grown seed 
is just as good as Northern seed 
if reasooably desn and pure. No 
fsreaer can afhml'to bay enoogli 
hi^'h in iced seed from a distance 
to plant his entire orop^ and pay 
frcitsht char<,'os in addition. Just 
to have absolutely pHre seed. 
A moderate admixture of other 
varieties will not liiM-rease the 
yield. The important thing is to 
have seed free~from rye, chest, 
and os|}ccially cockle and onions 
Seed wheat should be cleaned 
in order to remove W^ht Isbranl: 
en grains, dirt and other impuri- 
ties. There is no advantage in 
screeiiinir out small graina- if 
tliey are plump. 

SMUT TREATMENT. 
Stinking smut has caused 
widespread loss in Kentucky 
this year. It is practically im* 
possible to l)uy seed that is en- 
tirely free from it. Consequent- 
ly, not a bnahel of wheat shquld 
bo planted this fall without first 
treating it for smut. The for- 
maldehyde treatment is . easily 
given, is very effective and it 
has largely supplanted the blue- 
stone treatment It is applied 
as follows: Spruad the wheat 
out cB n floor or claMi mdvss 
and sprinkle antU ibofoughly 
wet w ith a solution made by ad- 
diug one pound of {formaldehyde 
to « barrel (50 gallons) of water. 
Then ahovel into a heap and 
CDVor with canvas or sacks foi a 
few hours. Spread and dry suf- 
liciently to «M». 

FERTILIZING VV^EAT. 
No fertilizers ahould be used in 
the Central Biuegrasa sections

Wli«!at t'rows best in a firm | 
seed hsd. Under no circunstances 
shoaM the hind be plowed when 
wheat follows corn, tubacco, 
oowpeas, iioy btans 01 any culti- 
vated crop. The ^et prepara- 
tion is a light disking to cover 
trash and loosen up enough soil 
to cover the seed. After disK- 
ing, a plaok abonid .be uaeJ to 
level the land. 'If M is necessary 

to disk deeply to cover t ra-.li, as 
is sometime:) true of corn laud, 
a roller should be used to com- 
pact the seed b»d. 

When laud is plowed, the plow- 
ing ahould be done as early as 
the removal of the preceding 
crop permits, in order that thu 
seed bed may be gotten firm. 
The later the plowing is done tbo 
greater the ' neoessaity' for thoro 

out any exce)>tion it pajs to pre- 
pare a seed bed some time l>9ior« 
sowing the seed if it can poaaibly 
be done. 

TIMB OP PLANTING. 

Kxpcriments have shown that 
October 1 to 10 is the safest time 
to plant- wheat In Kentucky, 
everything considered. In south 
ern parts of the Stat4 it is safer 



givea as profitable yields at this 
rate as it 5 to 6 jieclcs pe.r acre. 

Probably the most satisfactory 
drill is tlie single disk typo that 
puu the drill rowa 7 or 8 inches 
apart. Biperimenta have shown 
no advantages in having the tows 
closer than this. The much ad. 
vertiaed 4 i&ch drills give no 
better yieUs than the ordinary 
type, if indeed as good. Wheat 
should never be sown deeper 
than necessarv to get the seed in 
moist soil and 'perfectly covered. 
Many poor stands of Wheat are 
due to cov<'ring unnecessarily 
deep, and wide spaces between 
the drill roondt. Poor drUling 
frequently contributes oonalder- 
ably to low yield.
